The  Jewish  Four  Freedoms 

President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  coined 
the  memorable  phrase,  “the  four 
freedoms”.  We  remember  these  well  — 
freedom  of  speech,  freedom  of  religion, 
freedom  from  want  and  freedom  from  fear. 
As  we  approach  the  most  festive  and  family 
oriented  holiday  of  the  Jewish  year,  we  Jews 
would  do  well  to  ponder  for  a  few  moments 
the  meaning  of  freedom  for  us  in  this  time, 
in  this  place. 

We  are  greatly  blessed  in  this  country  by  a 
society  which  affords  its  citizens  a  great  deal 
of  freedom.  We  need  only  to  think  of  other 
countries  and  other  governments  where 
freeom  is  either  completely  denied  to  its 
citizens  or  hedged  about  with  restrictive 
measures.  Freedom  of  speech  and  religion 
are  indispensable  elements  in  a  true  demo¬ 
cracy  and  ought  to  be  treasured  by  all  of  us. 
The  whole  thrust  of  the  Passover  story  of  the 
exodus  from  slavery  in  Egypt  is  a  passionate 
search  and  need  for  freedom,  for  men  to  be 
masters  of  their  own  destiny. 

I  often  wonder  whether  we  merely  give  lip 
service  to  this  great  idea  and  sing  the  praises 
of  freedom  or  whether  we  truly  understand 
its  deep  meaning  in  our  own  lives.  How  shall 
we  express  our  freedom  as  Jews? 

I  propose  another  set  of  freedoms  for  us. 
They  would  start  with  freedom  to  believe  — 
to  believe  in  the  faith  of  Judaism,  the  culture 
of  our  ancestors,  the  truths  of  our  religion.  I 
would  continue  with  another  freedom  —  the 
freedom  to  be  different,  not  to  fear  to  walk 
alone,  if  need  be,  on  the  path  we  have 
chosen.  I  would  then  pick  the  freedom  to 
practice  our  faith,  to  observe  our  own 
hallowed  rituals  and  to  do  this  with  affirma¬ 
tion,  with  joy  and  with  gladness.  I  would  end 
with  the  freedom  to  feel  pride  —  a  real  pride 
in  who  we  are,  where  we  have  come  from 
and  a  vision  of  a  future  built  on  faith  and 
meaning.

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Professor  Lichtenstein 
to  Speak  at  Synagogue 


“New  Twists  to  Timeless  Tales:  Re¬ 
reading  the  Stories  of  Genesis”  is  the  subject 
j  a  seminar  to  be  conducted  by  Professor 
Murray  H.  Lichtenstein  on  Sunday,  March 
13,  at  the  Synagogue,  beginning  at  2:30  P.M. 

Some  of  the  most  familiar  Bible  stories  in 
Genesis  have  managed  to  remain  the  least 
understood  and  the  least  appreciated  in 
terms  of  how  and  why  they  were  composed. 
Now,  however,  parallels  from  the  literature 
of  the  ancient  Near  East,  and  refined  tech¬ 
niques  of  biblical  study  enable  the  modern 
reader  of  the  Bible  to  view  these  same  stories 
in  a  new  light. 

To  be  considered  in  the  course  of  this  lec¬ 
ture  will  be  some  of  the  deceptively  simple 
narratives  with  which  the  Book  of  Genesis 
begins  —  the  primeval  creation,  Cain  and 
Abel,  the  great  flood  —  as  well  as  the  more 
elaborate  cycle  of  tales  about  Joseph  and  his 
brothers,  with  which  the  book  ends.  “Re¬ 
reading  the  Stories  of  Genesis”  is  designed  to 
highlight  their  highly  significant  role  as  art¬ 
fully  conceived  vehicles  of  ancient  Israelite 
thought. 


Professor  Lichtenstein  received  his  doc¬ 
torate  in  ancient  Semitic  languages  and 
literatures  at  Columbia  University.  He  has 
taught  at  the  State  University  of  New  York 
at  Stony  Brook  and  at  Barnard  College,  and 
is  now  on  the  faculty  of  Hunter  College, 
department  of  Classical  and  Oriental  Stu¬ 
dies.  Professor  Lichtenstein  has  lectured  be- 
®re  various  learned  societies.  He  has  contri¬ 
buted  articles  to  a  number  of  scholarly  jour¬ 
nals  in  the  fields  of  Biblical  and  ancient  Near 
Eastern  studies.

His 
father,  the  president  of  CBS-TV,  and  his 
mother,  a  descendant  of  the  mail-order 
house  Spiegels,  considered  themselves  com¬ 
pletely  assimilated  and  never  discussed  their 
Jewish  heritage.  As  a  result,  their  son  Paul, 
who  attended  Choate  and  Harvard,  was  una¬ 
ware  of  his  Jewishness.  It  was  his  parents’ 
death  in  1976  that  sparked  his  search  for  his 
roots  and  is  chronicled  in  An  Orphan  In 
History. 

After  graduating  from  Harvard,  Mr. 
Cowan  joined  the  Peace  Corps,  a  critical 
study  of  which  he  published  in  1970,  called 
The  Making  Of  An  Unamerican.  Through¬ 
out  the  sixties,  he  was  a  civil  rights  and  an 
antiwar  activist.  A  veteran  Village  Voice 
reporter,  he  has  also  written  for  the  New 
York  Times  Magazine.  His  second  book, 
The  Tribes  of  America,  appeared  in  1979.

Rules  For  Observance 
Of  Passover  At  Home 

Forbidden  Foods 

Certain  foods  are  forbidden  to  be  used  oa^ 
Passover.  They  include  those  foods  prepartf 
from  five  species  of  grain  —  wheat,  barley^ 
oats,  spelt  and  rye  —  that  has  been  allowed 
to  leaven.  Any  food  containing  even  a  min¬ 
ute  amount  of  this  leavened  grain  is  forbid¬ 
den  on  Passover.  In  addition,  rice,  millet, 
corn,  peas  and  beans  have  been  added  to  the 
list  of  prohibited  foods  by  the  Rabbis. 

Therefore,  bread,  cake,  cookies  and 
crackers  are  prohibited,  as  well  as  cereals 
made  from  these  grains.  Alcoholic  beverages 
(including  wines)  are  forbidden  as  well,  un¬ 
less  they  are  certified  Kosher  for  Passover. 
Since  all  mixtures  of  leavened  or  fermented 
grains  are  prohibited,  foods  such  as  candies 
and  soft  drinks  must  contain  a  Kosher  for 
Passover  certification  to  be  used  on  Pass- 
over.  Commercially  produced  cakes,  cookies 
and  mixes  which  are  certified  Kosher  for 
Passover  by  rabbinical  authority  are  per¬ 
missible. 

Permitted  Foods 

Permitted  without  a  Kosher  for  Passover 
label:  fruits  and  vegetables  (except  for  those 
mentioned  above)  in  both  their  natural  and 
frozen  states.  String  beans  are  permitted. 
Coffee,  sugar,  tea,  salt,  pepper  and  garlic  are 
permitted  without  a  special  label,  provided 
no  other  ingredient  has  been  added  to  them. 

Dishes  and  Utensils 

Only  dishes  and  utensils  specially  reserve/ 
for  Passover  should  be  used.  It  is  possible* 
however,  to  kosher  utensils  made  wholly  of 
metal  and  which  are  used  during  the  year  by 
thoroughly  scouring  them,  allowing  them  to 
stand  unused  for  24  hours,  and  then  immer¬ 
sing  them  in  boiling  water.  All  table 
glassware  is  permitted  after  thorough  scour¬ 
ing. 

Pots  and  pans  made  wholly  of  metal 
which  are  used  for  cooking  (though  not  for 
baking)  may  be  koshered  by  being  washed 
thoroughly,  waiting  24  hours,  and  then  im¬ 
mersing  them  in  boiling  water.  Vessels  made 
wholly  of  metal,  but  used  for  broiling,  may 
be  koshered  by  scouring  and  then  heating 
them  until  they  are  red  hot. 

All  utensils  used  for  baking  during  the 
year  cannot  be  used  for  Passover.  Earthen¬ 
ware,  enamelware  and  porcelain  utensils 
used  during  the  year  may  not  be  used  during 
Passover.

This  year  the  need  is  ever  greater  since 
unemployment  and  inflation  have  made  the 
1983  scene  desperate. 

The  New  York  Board  of  Rabbis  through 
its  many  chaplains  distributes  Passover  food 
of  all  kinds  to  patients  in  general  hospitals 
and  mental  institutions,  as  well  as  in  youth 
shelters,  nursing  homes,  homes  for  the  aged 
and  inmates  in  city  and  state  prisons.

This  is,  in  fact,  the  concept  which  gave 
birth  to  Conservative  Judaism,  the  way  of 
worship  and  living  to  which  both  the  Semin¬ 
ary  and  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  subscribe. 
At  the  same  time,  the  Seminary  has  adopted 
a  modern  “critical  scholarship”  which  ex¬ 
amines  Jewish  history,  culture  and  tradition 
seeking  to  find  the  essential  core  and  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  Jewish  experience,  and  then  to 
translate  it  into  today’s  terms. 

We,  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  can  take 
special  pride  in  the  role  in  which  our 
members  and  leaders  have  taken  in  support¬ 
ing  and  in  giving  leadership  to  the  growth 
and  progress  of  the  Seminary  over  the  years. 
Rabbi  Nadich  serves  on  the  board  and  ex¬ 
ecutive  committee  of  the  Seminary  together 
with  Albert  List,  Judge  Simon  H.  Rifkind, 
Theodore  Silbert,  Arthur  Bienenstock, 
Nathan  Appleman,  Peter  Feinberg  and 
Judge  Nathan  B.  Kogan.

To¬ 
day,  it  is  a  university  with  a  campus  in  Los 
Angeles  (The  University  of  Judaism)  and 
Israel  (Neve  Schechter)  in  addition  to  the 
facilities  here  in  New  York  which  also  in¬ 
clude  The  Jewish  Museum  on  Fifth  Avenue.

Synagogue  will  hold  a  dinner  to  benefit  the 
Seminary.
